Their recommendation is mnJe de- 


spite the fact that potatoes require 
more space than most garden crops, 
and should not be planted in small 
gardens to the exclusion of other 
vegetables. One bushel of seed pota- 
toes will plant one-tenth of an acre 
or a plot 44 by 0.0fr feet and will 
produce enough potatoes for the use 
of a family of- five during the win- 
ter., At- present there is a surplus 
of old potatoes on the market and 
sufficient seed- can be obtained- at a 
reasonable price.-It is 
suggested 


therefore that. seed -be used more 
liberally than last year, and that 12 
to 15 bushels of seed, be used per
